He 
actually spins cloth to give an ex- 
‘ample to the people of India in the 
proper use of time and in order to 
ineuleate thrift. He is trying to get 
the people away from the slave men- 
tality, to consider themselves as 
people of some importance. While 
spinning he converses freely with 
those about him and shows a great 
commonsense and a great knowledge 
of world conditions. 

Gandhi is a man of good birth, His 
grandfather and his father were 
both Prime Ministers of their nat- 
ive states. He himself was educated 
in- an English university and became 
an eminent lawyer. He practised law 
for a time in South Africa and then 
returned to India. While in South 
Africa he saw a sign board in front 
of one of the churches, “No Asiatics 
admitted here.” This bit into his 
very soul. - . F 

Back in India, Gandhi used his ‘in- 


fluence , on...behalf;..of.. the . “untouch-'|.... 


ables.” These were the aborigines of 
India and! number some sixty millions. 
They are the victims of the caste 
system. Gandhi thinks the proposed 
changes. in the government of India 
do not give the untouchables suffi- 
cient representation. Gandhi’s_ re- 
cent fast is in line with an Indian 
custom that when there is a quarrel 
between parties, a person who con- 
siders himself aggrieved refrains 
from eating solid food until the quar- 
rel is settled. 

Gandhi in India, is the very opposite 
of Lenin in Russia. The former be-

lieves in non-resistance, the latter in 


force. 
Gandhi is sincere and inflexible for | 


what he believes to be right. His 
quarrel is not so much against the 
English rule as against the slowness 
of the English government in carry- 
ing out its promises of Home Rule 
for India.

FLYING MACHINE ASCENDS 
AND REVERSES IN AIR 


London, Eng., Sept. 22.—An amaz- 
ing flying machine which will reverse 
in the air and travel backward if re-. 
quired has just been demonstrated 
secretly in London. Among the novel 
features are the ability to ascend and 
descend vertically, the power of hov- 
ering in the air at will, which has 
been definitely accomplished, and the 
ability to travel on land or water. 

This remarkable machine, the work 
of a famous inventor who has spent 
a lifetime studying the flight of birds, 
will shortly make its appearance in 
public. It is claimed that it will be 
able to alight on any small flat roof 
up in London withoif® the slightest 
danger, and that it can come down in 
the tiniest back garden with the 
greatest ease. 

The secret demonstration of its 
powers was made with a large-size.® 
model weighing ten pounds and driv- 
en by a small electric motor. 

The inventor clicked over a switch 
and quietly and evenly the machine 
began to rise from the ground. It 
ascended straight into the air with 
effortless ease. Then as the inventor 
slowed down the motor, it stood ab- 
solutely still in mid-air. Another 
burst of power and the machine rose 
vertically again to hover at a greater 
altitude Then, slowly and gracefully, 
it began) to descend. A second later it 
had alighted on the ground. 

The inventor, who does not wish 
his name disclosed, is now working 
on a full-sized machine. 

It is expected that, manufactured 
in mass production the machine will 
sell for about $1,000. Only a tiny 
engine will be necessary, so that it 
will be. possible to fly hundreds. .of 
miles. at the, cost of.a few cents.

ALBERTA POOL SELLS 500,000.::-. 
BUSHELS WHEAT TO CHINA 


Calgary, Sept. 27.—Westward roll 
of Canadian grain into ‘Chinese mark- 
ets Tuesday was bringing optimism 
to farmers of western Canada, partic- 
ularly Alberta. 

Roused ‘by reports United Farmers 
of the northwestern states were 
seeking aid from Reconstruction 
Finance corporation to sell over 15,- 
000,000 bushels. of wheat to China, 
members of the grain trade in Cal- 
gary revealed Monday the strong 
bids Canadian exporters, grain com- 
panies and pools were making for 
Oriental trade. 

“There will be a lot of Canadian 
grain sold this vear to the Orient,” 
said one member of the _ private 
grain trade. “Orders are being placed 
now for export of the 1932 crop via 
Vancouver late in October. Just what 
this total will be is still donbtful, 


jbut it will be a large amount.” 


Unofficial estimates placed ex- 
ports by the Alberta wheat pool dur- 
ing the past week to China in ex- 
cess of 500,000 bushels, practically 
all from the 1931 crop of pool farm- 
ers. 


PROVINCE CUTS AID 
TO STOCK SHOWMEN 


Government assistance will be 
given this year in the shipment of 
only eight out of a total of 14 car- 
loads of Alberta livestock that will 
be sent to the Royal winter fair in 
Toronto, the dates of which will be 
Nov. 16-28. The balance of the ship- 
ment will be handled privately, 
without contribution from the gov- 
ernment. : 

Hon. George Hoadley, 
agriculture, explains this action as 
an economy measure and in line 
with the government’s policy of giv- 
ing no grants to fairs this year. The 
importance of the livestock industry, 
however, is considered so great that 
the government is contributing as 
usual on a reduced quantity of 
choice stock. It will be finally re- 
sponsible for 25 per cent of the aid 
thus given, the dominion govern- 
ment paying 75 per cent of the bill. 

The eight carloads to be shipped 
from this ‘province will be of mixed 
stock and@ will be selected and as- 
sembled in the usual way.

“And whereas this debt and the ex- 
cessive costs of carrying it will have 
to be paid by us of the rising gen- 
eration and the future generations 
who live in and make their homes in 
Alberta; 

“And whereas we are convinced 
that our future individual and collec- 
tive progress will be crippled by this 
burden of debt; 

“Therefore, be it resolved by this 
assembly of young Liberals of Ed- 
monton that it is in our interests 
and in the interests of all the young 
people of the province that a_ thor- 
ough investigation into, and audit be 
made of every spending department

Newspaper advertisers pay rates 
that vary all the way from the 10 to 
50 cents an inch, flat for the country 
papers to the 1 cent per line per 5000 
circulation of a paper like the New 
York Times. Advertisers in trade 
and business papers may pay $25 for 
a page in a grocery paper with smaH 
circulation, or $1200 for a page im 
Nation’s Business. The rate may be 
based on gross circulation or influ- 
ence by the completeness of cover- 
age of a certain field.

During. recent years there. has heen an excep- 
tional increase in the number of people of this 
country who enjoy the sport of hunting and many 
thousands go afield yearly, with rifle or shotgun. 
No other section of the world can offer to the 


sportsman the same favourable conditions as 
prevail in Canada with its immense areas of vir- 
gin territory within rapid and comfortable means 
of access. 7 
Vast Hunting Areas 

This country possesses over 1,000,000 square 
miles of forest, which shelters game animals 
ranging from the timid rabbit to the huge and 
dangerous’ grizzly bear. Moose, caribou, elk, 
deer, bighorn sheep, mountain goat, timber wolf 
and bear are plentiful and may be hunted during 
open seasons of generous length. 


Wild Fowl Abundant 


The numerous lakes and ponds of northern 
Canada are the breeding places of the main 
waterfowl population of the American continent, 
consequently ducks, geese and other waterfowl! 
are plentiful, in normal years. The ruffled 
grouse or partridge is the most important  up- 
land bird and is common to every province, while 
woodcock, prairie chicken, Hungarian partridge 
and ptarmigan provide good sport in certain 
districts. 

Hunting Grounds Easy of Access 

Accessibility is an  outstaanding feature of 
much of Canada’s hunting territory. The country 
is weil served by roads, railroads and steam- 
boat lines, over which the sportsman may travel 


in comfcrt to the “going in” point. Areas pre- 
viously inaccessible may also now be reached 
by airplane in a few hours’ flight. Detraining 


or “going in” points are numerous throughout 
game areas and at these will be found reliable 
outfitters and qualified guides, who are prepared 
to look after the sportsman’s every need and 
guidance while in the hunting territory. In sev- 
era! of the provinces it is compulsory for the 
hunter to be accompanied by a guide, but even

1 those provinces where itis noti compulsory, it 
is often advisable to engage guides. These men, 
being familiar with the territory in which they 
operate, are able to add greatly to the enjoyment 
and success of the trip. 

Conservation of Game 

In Canada a practical form of conservation is 
found in the setting aside of tracts of pvflic 
lands as game reserves, and in the rigid protec- 
tion of game in its extensive national and pro- 
vincial parks. In these areas the game multiplies 
rapidly, under protection, and spreads over into 
the surrounding country. This favourable con- 
dition, coupled with sound protective legisla- 
tign regulating the open seasons, bag limits, is- 
suing of licences, etc., assures continuance of a 
supply of game animals and birds in their native 
habitat. Canada is thus able to offer the hunter 
exceptional opportunities for sport in, season. 

Hunting With Camera 

To the camera-hunter and the student of wild 
life, the Canadian Provinces offer unusual op- 
portunities for interesting experiences and re- 
cords. There is no closed season on game, to the 
camera-hunter and, throughout the year, he will 
find favourable conditions to study the habits of 
game animals and birds and to photograph them 
in their natural surroundings. 

Game Laws of the Provinces 

The gaime laws of the different provinces are 
drafted by the provincial Governments with a 
view to meeting local conditions; consequently 
there is no uniform law for the Dominion as a 
whole. As these game laws are subject to re- 
vision frcm ycar to year, persons contemplating 
a hunting trip cre advised to obtain copies of 
the current game laws and regulations of the 
province in which they intend to hunt. 

The Naticnal Development Bureau of the De- 
partment of the Interior at Ottawa will gladly 
supply information on huntirg in Canada, by 
either complying with requests, or referring same 
to other sources from which the particulars de- 
sired may be obtained.

000,000 per week, the advertising had 
increased the volume of sales until 
the salesmanship expense was only 2 
per cent and the salesmanship and 


advertising expense together were 
less than 5 per cent. With the cost 
of advertising down to 17,100 of a 


cent per can, the consumer is getting 
the soup for less money that would 
be possible if it were not advertised. 

Truman De Weese had stated that 
when the Shredded Wheat Company 
was. distributing 300,000 cases. of 
shredded wheat annually, the adver- 
tising cost was more than $1 per 
case. Advertising brought the dis- 
tribution up to 5,000,000 cases annual- 
ly and the cost dropped to 18 cents 
per case. 

It is understood that Kellogg’s corn- 
flakes were originally produced to 
sell at 15 cents a box but advertising 
increased the volume of sales 80 
largely that the size of the package 
was increased by half and the price 
dropped one-third. 

The individual who argues that, 
once the volume has been developed 
by advertising, the advertising ought 
to be discontinued and its cost given 
to the consumer in the form of reduc- 
ed price, misses two important facts: 


First, the fact that the volume 
would not, could not and never does 
continue. 


Second, the fact that the advertis- 
ing cost per unit is often so small the 
consumer could not possibly profit 


product may cease to be advertised, 
but there is only one result. when that 
happens. The business slips. The vol- 
ume shrinks slowly at first, but with 
increasing rapidity as it goes down 
hill toward oblivion. 

Not every business today on the 
toboggan can be halted by heavy ad- 
vertising.- Even in the best of times 
there are business enterprises that 
fail, despite good advertising. But 
the outstanding fact is that intelll- 
gent advertising liberally used will 
get business for most houses in the 
worst of trade slumps.

Without a perfect sense 
of timing most of us wouldn't last a 
year in this racket Weve got to 
judge to a fraction of a second, and 
sometimes to a fraction of an inch. In 
a pirate picture, I was supposed to 
scramble up the rattling 60 feet 
above decks, grab a rope that dangled 
from the top of the main mast and 
escape my pursuers by swinging out 
cover the water and dropping. When I 
came to do it the rope slipped and I 
found myself falling before I was 
clear of the decks..

One of the classic pieces qf fool- 
ishness indulged in by members of 
the suicide squad, was the death- 
tempting ride Billy Jones and Hd- 
die Diggins took over a cliff near 
Hollywood. Jones and Diggins were 
joint owners of an automobile they 
had salvaged from a junk yard, and 
christeneq “the Overland Wonder,” 
the wonder being that it would 
function. They were dolling along 
on Mullholland Drive arguing about 
which could stick the longest in a car 
going down a mountain side—not a 
mountain road. 


“Betcha buck I can stick longer 
than you can!” said Diggins. ‘Bet- 
cha can’t!” retorted Jones. 

At that moment they were driv- 


ing along the most dangerous sec- 
tion of the road. To the right of the 
highway was a young mountain side 
which location men usually select 
when a spot is desired on which to 
film a really dangerous scene. 
“Well, hang on!” yelled 
turning the car off the road 
over the side. Hundreds of feet 
below a picture was being made 
and somebody spied the car coming

NEW TREE-PLANTING POLICY 
ANNOUNCED BY MINISTER 


Announcement of a new tree-plant- 
ing policy for Alberta, looking toward 
reforestation, is annoumced by Hon. 
R. G. Reid, provinciat minister of 
lands and mines. Following assump- 
tion of control of the province’s nat- 
ural resources, and having in mind 
the infIwence of tree growth on soil 
drifting and moisture conservation, 


[as well as the enhancement of the 
‘natural beauty of the countryside, the 
government believed it to be a duty 
to establish some fouruation. for re- 
forestation work in the future. 


Commencing next spring, free dis- 
tribution will be made from stocks 
already established at Oliver provin- 
cial farm near Edmonton, of young 
White Spruce to farmers in the park- 
lands belt who are making an effort 
to preserve the bluffs already on 
their farms. Spruce growth has been 
found to be successful in these bluffs. 
For the time being this will be the 
extent of the operation of the policy, 
though it will be expanded to include 
other important features of reforesta- 
tion as soon as found practical and 
advisable. 


There will be no conflict with the 
work of the federal forestry stations 
in the west, the province having in 
mind the larger object of re-establish- 


ment of coniferous growth in the 
parkland and prairie sections. With 
respect to the prairie section, the 


policy for the time will be confined 
to assisting municipalities and farm- 
ers to grow spruce and pine in wood 
lots already established and around 
lakes which are more or less com- 
munity or holiday centres. Trees 
for this purpose will be supplied for 
for cost of freight only. 


' A feature of the policy at present 
in mind is that there will be very 
little finaancial outlay, since the es- 
tablishment of foundation stocks, 
which has already been done at the 
Oliver Institute, and with labor of 
patients, providing a very satisfac- 
tory form of treatment also for the 
patients. There are now at Oliver 
some 800,000 Lodge Pole Pine in seed 
beds, and some 300,000 Spruce seed- 
lings.
